CLASS HISTORY 


In September, 1932, twenty-three shy children ascended 
the long walk to the red brick building on the hill. (It's 
hard to believe that we were once shy, isn't it?) Some of 
these children were accompanied by mothers, fathers, sisters 
or brothers, while others were like lost sheep, stranded from 
the flock. It was a great day for this group. Some cried, 
some screamed, some smiled, others just had that "blank" 
look that so becomes children. Miss O'Hara greeted us and soon 
made us feel at ease. This group included.Burton Bownan, 
Robert Howell, Jean Leatherman, Doris Hagans, Genevieve Fos- 
night, Vivian Elliott, Necia McClain, Donna McDaniel, Mary 
Musser, Virginia Rice, Martha Rice, Robert Cash, Lois Seward, 
Lester Seward, Harold Seifert, Harry Zimnerman, Elizabeth 
Slater, Irene Smith, Tom Whitright, Betty Yergin, David Rice, 
George Grannis, and Marjorie Unangst. 


September, 1933, found this same group waiting again 
for the beloved day to arrive. That year we knew what to ex- 
pect and Mrs. Whitney taught our class. In the third grade, 
Miss Vanosdal was our teacher. And then came the fourth 
grade. Betty Fetzer joined our class. Miss Epoley was our 
sponsor that year, Donald Hoge, Norma Tawse, Nancy Worden, 
and Lovetta Schar added their names to our class enrollment 
in the Fifth grade and Miss Edwards was our teacher. Fy 
this time school had "gro on us" and we liked it. Our 
teacher for the sixth grade was Miss Blust. Three new students, 
Marjorie Bowers, Robert Horner, and Roland Dague, entered. 
When the eventful day in September, 1958, arrived again we 
were once more shy in starting back to school. We were in the 
seventh grade and were quite grown up. Everything was differ- 
ent that year--high school building, changing classes, no 
more recesses, assembly programs and the privilege of using 
the library. The next year found us occuvying seats in the 
eighth grade, with Mr. Skurvid as our teacher, 


At last! We could hardly believe it. “fe were really 
in high school. Yes--Freshmen. What a climb that was but 
we made it. Our class was divided into two groups and put 
in separate rooms, with Miss Skala and Miss Heistand as 
homeroom teachers. The Lafayette students who joined our 
class were; Joseph Toth, Jean Carlton, Robert Toth, Dan 
Faller, James Baker, Stanley Hall, Edward Selepchak, Olga 
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Pidzyraylo, Peg White, Merle Shaw, Blake Auble, Virginia 
Renyak, Fill Carlton, Andrew Krupar, James Toth, Charles 
Vogt, and Thomas White. Gale Villiamson and Joanne Smith 
also entered. We were traditionally the "silly" freshmen. 
(We never outgrew it, did we?) 


Mr. Caton was our class sponsor in our Sophomore year 
and two new students, Frances Ballard and Nancy Braden were 
admitted, It was that year that we were the proud winners 
of the booby prize for our assembly program. 


Our Junior year was a very eventful one. Mr. Caton was 
our sponsor again. (I guess that proves we're not so bad. 
He seems to have lived through it.) Paul Norris was the 
only person entering our class. We were indeed vroud when 
we walked away with the first vorize for our float in the Fall 
Fair. We also won first prize in the paper drive. Yes, we 
were just naturally smart, not pure lucky like everyone else 
believed and tried to make us believe. Our Junior-Senior 
banquet was certainly a gala affair, and "It's Papa Who Pays", 
our Junior Class Play was a great success. 


Finally, after all these years, we were Seniors. Funny, 
we didn't feel any different, but the name sounded big and you 
have no idea what it meant to us. Allan Warnes joined oun 
class and Lovetta Schar rejoined, having left in the seventh 
grade. Miss Mowrey was our sponsor. In our Senior year we 
lost several boys to Uncle Sam: David Rice, Robert Horner, 
and George Grannis. Our Senior Class Play, "Thumbs Up," a 
comedy, was our last contribution on the stage. Many swell 
times were had when we put that on. As Seniors, we again won 
first prize on the float for the Fall Fair. The Junior-Senior 
banquet was another affair we will never forget. The Juniors 
should certainly be congratulated on the fine time they gave us. 


Yes, the Senior year was something we will never forget. 
When we thought of ourselves as Seniors we felt both old and 
young.
